Littlefield supplemented his argument of 
yesterday by reaffirming that there had 
been no interruption between the two ses­

BBITISH PABLAHEENT 


One of the Most Historic Ses­ 
sions W ill Be Opened by 
King Edward Feb. 2. 


London, Jan. 30.—King Edward wiil open 
in full state on Feb. 2 what promises to 
be one of the most interesting and im­ 
portant sessions in the history of the 
British parliament. Every nation in the 
world is materially concerned in divisions 
that will shortly occur in the house of 
commons and Upon their result the future 
policy of ;the British cppire must largely 
depend.’ No government of recent times 
has ever refaced the legislature under 
altered conditions. Since parliament ad­ 
journed in June last not only has thfe cab­ 
inet been, entirely reconstructed, but party 
lines have been completely broken.. Seven 
dlstinet factions will take seats in com­ 
mons Tuesday, namely: 
Followers of 
Premier Balfour, who favor the policy of 
tariff retaliation, but who object to pro­ 
tection; the Chamberlain party, who in­ 
sist that protection is ncccssary to the 
unity 
of 
the empire; out-and-out free 
traders, who oppose any tinkering with 
the fiscal system. The foregoing were all 
formerly known as ynioqists. 
Liberals, 
though they were, almost to a man, free 
.traders, are split up into two definite fac­ 
tions, one following Sir Henrj* Campbell- 
Bannerman and insisting on home rule, 
and the other regarding Lord Roseberry 
as their logical leader and refusing to 
make home rule a plank of their platform. 
. The labor party completes the triple 
division^ of the free trade ranks. 
John 
Redmond arid the Irish party moke the 
seventh faction. 
In view' of this complex state of affairs, 
largely due to events filne^ parliament 
last met, the \ most 
astute 
politicians 
frankly confess themselves to l^e at sea. 
While there are., many . other important 
matters to be considered,'they-^re almost 
forgotten in tlie question of. the hour- 
free trade versus protection. The best in­ 
formed say that even in event of a tem­ 
porary coalition of all free trade forces 
the Irish party has the deciding vote, and 
all indications point, to Redmond keeping 
Balfour in power. BuCas -Redmond does 
not make definite ^pledges, tlie Irisiiu party 
throughout the sessiipnris likely to be -in 
uncertain^ factor. ’ That will heighten the 
interest and any day may make it possible 
for . Balfour to? be ' deposed. ;/ ?he Irish 
paHy's tentSHve support* of 
ment is understood ;.to¿be' dvxe. to lissur 
ances of George. Wyndham, chief secre­ 
tary for Ireland, that he wiil establish a; 
Catholic university ,at Dublin and : will 
amend the Irish land purchase act It Is

London, Jan. 31.—The Lloyds, a weekly 
newspaper, says this (Sunday) morning 
that Mrs. Florence Maybrick, the Ameri­ 
can woman who was serving a life sen­ 
tence for having poisoned her husband, 
was released from the Aylesbury female 
convict prison on the morning of Jan. 25 
on special license. Her mother, the paper 
says, had visited her Saturday, Jan. 23, 
atid evidently was the bearer of important 
news. The government of the prison on 
Sunday conferred with the prison officials 
with a view to aranging for departure of 
the prisoner, which was carried out very 
quietly. Mrs. Maybrick, accompanied by 
one of 
the prison 
matrons, entered a 
closed carriage and drove to Aylesbury 
station, where she took a train for Lon­ 
don. She drove from Fuston:.station and 
from there went to a private house not 
far from the metropolis. She will remain 
there; for a short period in order to re­ 
cuperate-apd to await the completion of 
certain formalities tyhich4 will give her 
freedom of movement not allowed by 
persons on ordinary ticket-of-leave. Mrs. 
Maybrick, the paper concludes/ during the 
last few months in prison, waa employed 
in the lightest wfork as a reward for good 
conduct. 
Florence C. Maybrick, daughter of the 
late W. G. Chandler, a .banker of Mobile, 
Ala., was convicted at Liverpool In 18S0 
of having poisoned her husband, James 
Maybrick, a cotton broker, who lived part 
of the time in Norfolk and part in Liver­ 
pool, and sentenced to death. This sen­ 
tence, however, w as later, commuted to 
life imprisonment.

"i'he ilret attem pt« a t l?oi>olar education 
In Morgan county were made in the win­ 
ter 4jf 1820-21 and th a t year a school was 
tau g h t in one Of tile ca.blns of the settlers, 
riicro were few scholars to attend and 
the tcrtti lasted bUt a short time, as the 
ciitlre pouplaiflon in the county wUs 
Ijrobably íittie more than one liundrcd 
person«. T hat same year a daughter of 
Seymour Kellogg taught In a log cabin 
w ithout any doors or windows, near the 
licad fo the RIauvalsterre, Another school, 
said to be tlic lirst taught regularly in 
the county, was held at Isaac Edwards* 
farm on tlic Springfield road, Mr. Palm er 
being its first teacher, and about this time 
was built on the northern fork of the 
M auvaisterre another school house. Its 
first teacher a stern old Yankee named 
Foule, who taught in the kitchen of Mr. 
Jones, a neighbor, wiiUe the scliool housç 
wasi belug erected. He was said to have 
been a teacher of the olden type and verj* 
Kfrict with his pupils. On the last day of 
KcJiool hiji scholars demanded 
th a t 
he 
,sli«»uld treat or be turned out. He refused 
to do elthtT and a fi¿ht en|<«cd. One of 
I he pupils kíwkdt^. liîiti afealnst the log 
mantel and all of the large boys piled upon 
him, but being stout and plucky he soon 
turned the tables on them, quelling the 
rebellion and rem aining m aster of the 
Held. loiter Mr. Foule left the settlem ent 
with his old m are, cart and little wife, 
going west. Captain Bennett, Col. Samuel 
Mathews and Rfr. W illiam O rear after­ 
ward each taught schools In the nelghbor- 
liood, all in log cabins. 
Another school 
was opened a little later by Mr. Rice Dun­ 
can near w h at is now know'n as PIsgah in 
a log .structure where no floor was laid 
down and no w'indow panes interfered 
with the ventilation, which w^as abundant, 
ilerc, we learn, the scholars were instruct­ 
ed 
W eííéter's spelling book and tlie 
New Testam ent. W hen these wêre thor­ 
oughly understood their education W'as 
completed. In fact. In the pocket of the 
school teacher In those days was often 
carried a copy of the New Testam ent as 
the knight of tid bore a sword buckled to 
his side, which he would whip out as the 
Imron did his wreapon to settle any á r 
gum ent, cutting, you in to pieces, It is said 
tvlthout any ceremony. Puritan simplicity 
could Jiav'e de.slred nothing plainer in ap­ 
pointm ents than those early temples of 
learning. Puncheon floors, wooden-hinged 
doors and stick chimneys; seats made of 
slabs .w ithout backs, and * wide planks for 
w riting tables, both hewn w ith the axe 
and sticics of a .similar'm anufácture set in 
for legs supported îüoth. Oiled paper cov­ 
ered the w indow s’instead of ■ glass;* said 
window's sometiipes, a log left put on .one 
.«tide covered "with greased paper to adm it 
the light. 
These school'houses had the 
one great advantage, however, of fre.sh 
air, always plenty of th at in those old 
days. 
I t 
rattled a t the windows and 
creaked a t the doors. 
I t crept in and 
sw'ept about, curled ’round and w^hirled 
’round. Sometimes the children were ob­ 
liged to put on their com forters and capes 
and sln^ the multiplication table in uni­ 
son undér the teacher’s lead, stam ping 
their feet to keep the time and m ake them 
warm. 
B ut . they had sound lungs, irosy 
ehceks and fresh, wholesome blood and 
constitutions th a t let them live to tell us 
of It. Thesé were pajr schools; the pay 
alm ost 
consisted In the common 


currency 
of 
pioneer 
tim es—coonskins, 
bees%vax and peltry of various kinds—for 
money w as not to be had. These articles 
the m aster côüld áse ,to pay Iiis t>oard or 
could exchange for oUier necessaries of

places it w as thé 


custom of the times for the boys to take 
turns in ‘starting the school house lire 
upon w inter m ornings and chop the wood 
iisèd, too, but'jshould they liappen to fail 
then to the teacher fell the task. Truly 
not alw ays w as the life of the school 
m aster a bed ôf roses, and sometimes in 
the rough districts the pupils w ere tob 
much fo r the teacher, in view of which 
fact an atlilctc in addition to his other 
qualifications was selected for the post. 
In 1S29 before any college had been estab­ 
lished in the state Illinois college was 
founded here and became tho interest of 
the village and the object of local pride. 
An association of 
theological students 
from Yale ¡college, having resolved to 
make some of tho northw^estcrn states 
their future home and the field of their 
evangelical labors, united w ith a few in­ 
dividuals in Illinois wW were m aking af- 
forts in the cause of higher education, 
and this was the result.

Its first president 
was Edward Beôcher. 


In 1830 wa^ established the Presbyterian 
Female academy, the oldest school forj 
women in the state.

building, where in 1877 Dr. Joseph Ilark cr 
w'as superintendent, assisted 
by 
three 
teachers. 


The first school taught in the iielghbor- 
hood of W averly w as taught by Mr, John 
Scott, paid as all a t th a t time were by 
subscription. The chicf aim of the found­ 
ers of W avcriy was the establishing of a 
school, and a sem inary with boarding 
house, was built and opened in 1838 with 
Mr. John F. Brooks as teacher, but they 
never realized their desire; other towns 
liad more advantages and only a high 
.school W'as the result, and the sem inary 
gave, way to the present town schools. 
For the first few years In the history of 
M urrayvillu Uie children attended .school 
at an old building nortli of town, but 
In 18tio' a nice new school building was 
opened. Mr. Joshua P. Crow taught the 
first .school near V irginia in a log cabin 
known as the B ridgew ater school house. 
The second teacher is said to liave been 
Daniel Corbcy ahd the third John Bld- 
dlccomb, while Mr. W illiam Holmes w'as 
another teacher In 1S30, using one of the 
abandoned cabins In Sugar Grove. 
At 
Franklin Mr. Newton Cloud taught the 
-first scliool and later Mr. W illiam W’oods. 
They have now' a nice .school building. 
In 1867 witli the increasing population at 
Wood.son the old log cabin with its erude 
puncheon floor, and rough benches, were 
thought inadequate to meet the w ants of 
a well regulated school, so a large build­ 
ing was erected. Miss Sue Ellis tells th a t 
the first school she remembers anything 
about at Concord w’as in 1841, when .she 
says my father hired a teach er'b y the 
name of Andrew Bow’man to open a school 
in one room of our log house one mile 
and a q u arter west of the tow'n. 
The 
nelgliborhood girls and boys attended this 
.school, w’hich continued during the win­ 
ter months. 
The next was a sum m er 
school in the old pioneer home of the Van 
Eaton fam ily and taught by an excellent 
Christian woman, _ Miss M argaret H arris 
The H arris hom estead stood on the spot 
wliere now stands the house of the late 
John True. 
H er niece. Miss Robertson 
is now a- teacher in the Institution for 
the Blind in Jacksonville. 
Sometime 
1842-43 a fram e school houso If as bulltrout 
bn the wild prairie near which in w inter 
thetciuail trap s caught ‘ the “pottago” for 
the early settlers and the stealthy prairie 
wolf smuggled the calves and lam bs of the 
defenseless pioneer into liis' deh. ' Mr. 
George W. Broadwell 
taught 
in 
this 
school house several term s. H e w as one 
of throe brothers, which bore the names 
of George W ashington, Jam es Monroe and 
Thomas Jefferson. 
They celebrated the 
young woman from J. M. ctaolnshrdiu 
same birthday, being triplets. 


As we turn a light upon the life th at 
has passed aw ay with its vanishing fig­ 
ures, although now vague, it has left Its 
m ark iipon the jiatio n ’s record. 
Of the 
pioneer days m any traditions are growing 
dim and old landm arks fa st being obliter­ 
ated, but these >^stlges of the past are a 
strong stim ulus to tlic im agination helping 
to restore and bring before us aa a living 
presence the past—the dear form s and 
faces, m any of whom are* now* sleepUig in 
tile shadow of the trees planted by them 
so long ago. There seems indeed a tra g ­ 
edy in the solitude of a log cabin—a talis­ 
m an for the sudden revival of old memo-' 
rles; a symbol unheeded by youth passing 
radiance and sunshine, but 
sppaking its fullest to those of years and 
experience whose thoughts will, turn w ith 
a yearning fondness and loyalty back to 
t||ose tim es of the past which memory 
will k e ^ fresii to the end of time.

I was surrounded by 
everything I needed—servants, a 
bodyguard of Cossacks, night watch­ 
men and watchdogs—and yet when 
the snowstorms raged around my 
yurt and the wolves howled in the 
mountains I often felt a sense of 
utter loneliness steal over me.”
